Avi2 o'clock, Tuomas Jarrerson, atteaded by a 
number of his fellow citizens, among which were many 
members of Congrefs, repaired to the Capitol. His drefs 
was, as ufaal, that ofa plain citizes, without any diitinc- 
tive bad ge of office. 

He entered the Capitol under a difcharge from the artiil- 
lery. 

Ono his entry into the Senace Chamber, where were af- 
feinbled the Senate, and the imembe:s uf the Houle ot Re- 
prefeniatives, ihe members role, and AARON Burr left 
the chair of the Senate, which lHomas JerreRson took 

After a tew moments of filence, Tuomas jerrerson 
rofe, and delivered nis addiefs heiore the laigett cancourfe 
of citizens ever affemb ed tere. Having feated himfelf 
for a hort period he again rofe, and approached the 
Cierk’s table, when che oath of office was adminittered by 
the Chief Juitice ; afier which he returned to his lodgings, 
accompanied by the Vice-Prefident, Chief Juitice, and the 
heads of departments; where he was waited upon by a 
number of diftinguifhed citizens. 

As fooa as he withdrew, adifcharge of artillery was 
made, The remainder of the day was devoted to fettivi- 
ty, and at night there was a pretty general illumination,

Friends and Fellow Citizens, 


CALLED upon tourdertake the duties of the 
firft Executive office of our country, [ avail myfelf 
of the prefence of that portion of my fellow-citi- 
zens which is here aflembled, to exprefs my grate- 
ful thanks for the favor with which they have been 
pleafed to look towards me, to declare a fincere 
confcioufnefs that the tak is above my talents, and 
that I approach it with thofe anxious and awful! 
prefentiments which the greatnefs of the charge, 
and the weaknefs of my powers, fo juflly infpire. 
A rifing nation, fpread over a wide and fruitful 
land, traverfing all the feas with the rich produc- 
‘tions of their induflry, engaged in commerce with 
nations wim fee! power and forget right; advan- 
cing rapidly to deitinies beyond the reach of 
mortal eye; when I contemplate thefe tranfcend- 
ant objects, and {ce the honor, the happinefs, and

whom ] here fee, remind me, that in the other 
high authorities provided by our conttitution, | 
fhal! find refsurces of wildom, of virtue, and of 


meal, on which to rely under all difficulties. To 
you, then, gentlemen, who are charged with the 
fovereign functions of legiflation, and to thofe af- 
focisted with you, | look with encouragement for 
that guidance and fupport which may enable us 
to fleer with fafety the vel! in which we are all 
embarked, amidit the conflicting elements of a 
troubled world. 

Daring the conteft of opinion through which 
we have paft, the animation of difcuffions and of 
exertions has fometimes worn an afpeét which 
might impofe on ftrangers unufed to think freely, 
and to foeak and write what they think ; but this 
being now decided” by the voice of the nation, 
announced according to the rules of the conflitu- 
tion, all will of courfe arrange themfelves under 
the will of the law, and unite in common efforts 
for the common good. All too will bear in mind 
this facred principle, that though the will of the 
majority is in all cafes to prevail, that will, to be 
rightful, muft be reafonable; that the minority 
poflefs their equal rights, which equal laws mutt 
prote&t, and to violate would be oppreffion. Let 
us, then, fellow citizens, unice with one heart and 


one mind, lec us reftore to focial intercourfe that | 


harmony and affection, without which, liberty 
and even life itfelf, are but dreary things. And 


Tet us reflect, that having banifhed from our land | 


that religious intolerance, under which. mankind 
fo long bled and fuffered, we have yet gained 
little, if we countenance a political intolerance, 
as defpotic, as wicked, and capable of as wicked 
and bloody perfecutions. During the throes and 
convuliions of the ancient world, during the ago- 
nizing {pafins of infuriated man, feeking through 





not wonderful that the agitation of ahe billows 
fhould reach even this diftant and peaceful fhore ; 
that this fhould be more felt and feared by fome, 
and lefs by others; and fhould divide opinions as 
to meafures of fafety; but every difference of 
opinion is not a difference of principle. We have 
calied by different names brethren of the fame 
principle. WE ARE ALL REPUBLICANS; 
WE ARE ALL FEDERALISTS. If there be 
any among us who would with to diffolve 
this union, or to change ,its republican form, 
iet them ftand undifturbed as monuments of 
the fafety with which error of opinion may be 
tolerated, where reafon is left free to com- 
bat it. Iknow, indeed, that fome honeft men 
fear that a republican government cannot be 
flrong; that this government is not frong 
enough. But would the honeit patriot, in the full 
tide of fuccelsful experiment, abandon a govera- 
ment which has fo far Rept us free and firm, on 
the theoretic and vifion*ry fear, that this govern- 
ment, thégworld’s be! hope, may, by pollibility, 
want energy Wopreferve iciclf? Itruttmot. | be- 
lieve this, on the cc: xrary, the ftrongeft govern 

ment on ¢arth. I believe it the only one, where 
every man, at the cj} of the law, would fly to 
the fandard of the law, and would meet invafions 
of the public order as his own perfonal concern. 
Sometimes it is faid that man cannot be trufed 
with the government of himfelf. Can he then be 
truftled with the goverament of others? Or have 
we found angels in the form of kings, to govern 
him? Lec hiftory anfwer tis quettion, 

Let us,then, with courage ond confidence purfue 
our own federal and republican principles ; our at- 
tachment to union and reprefentative government. 
Kindly fer :rated by nature and a wide ocean from 
the exterminating havoe of one qu.rter of the 
globe; too high minded to endure the degradations 
of the others, poflefing achofen country, with room 
enough tor our defcendants to the thoulandth and 
thoufandth generation, entertaining a due fenfe 
of our equal right to the ule of our own faculties, 
to the acquilitions of our own induftry, to honor 
and confidence from our fel!ow citizefis, refulting 
not from birth, but from our adlions and their 
fenie of them, enlightened by a bénign religion, 
profefied indeed and praQifed in various forms, 
yet all of them inculcating henefty, truth, tem- 
perance, gratitude and the love of man, acknow- 
ledging and adoring an over-ruling Providence, 
which by all its difpenfations proves that ic de- 
lights in the happine(s of man here, and his-great- 
er happinefs hereafter; with all thefe bieflings, 
what more is neceflsry to make us a happy and a 
profperous people ? Still one thing more, fellow 
citizens, a wife and fivgal government, which 
fhall reftrain men from injuring one another, fhall! 
leave them otherwile free to regulate their own 
purfuits of induftry and improvement, and fhali not 
take from the mouth of labor the bread it has earu- 
ed. This is the fum of good government; and 
this is neceflary to clofe the circle of our felicities.

Thefe prin- 
ciples form the bright conitellation, which has 
gone before us, and guided our fleps through 
an age of revolution and reformation. The wit- 
dom of our fages, and blood of our heroes, have 
been devoted to their attainment: they fhould be 
the creed of our political faith ; the text of civic in- 
ftruétion, the touchflone by which to try the fer- 
vices of thofe we truft; and fhould we wander 
from them in moments of error and alarm, let us 
haften to retrace our iteps, and to regain the road 
which alone leads to pe.ce, liberty and fafety. 

I repair then, fellow citizens, to the polt you 
have afligned me. With experience enough in 
fubordinate offices to hive feen the difficulties of 
this the greateft of all, I have learnt to expe& 
thatit will rarely fall to the lot of imperfe& man 
to retire from this Ration with the reputatioa iad 
favor which bring him inte it.
